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At Fibetan WMinacle

Having read “A Miracle of Grace” in 
July Glad Tidings, I decided to write a 
greater miracle which the Holy Spirit per- 
formed in Gospel Garden Assembly of 
God just inside the Tibetan border, Aug- 
ust, 1918. My son, William, 16 years old, 
and I had just returned to Kansu-Tibetan 
border, and Pastor Chow invited us to hold 
a week of meetings in the assembly which 
met in his house. 

The audience was composed of men, wo- 
men, and children; Chinese, Tibetan, and 
half breeds; believers and idolaters—80 to 
100 in number. From the beginning the 
Holy Spirit was poured on us in true Pen- 
tecostal power and manifestation, confirm- 
ing the preaching of Jesus, anointed, cru- 
cified, risen, ascended, glorified and coming 
again, in visible demonstration. 


In the congregation was a half-breed 
deaf mute. No one had ever tried to teach 
him anything, the system of teaching deaf 
mutes by signs with the hands being entire- 
ly unknown in that remote part of the 
world. He was truly as stupid a human as 
ever lived. As I looked over the audience 
and saw his face so destitute of the least 
sign of intelligence, I thought, “How hope- 
less he is! How helpless I am to give him 
the slightest idea of God’s grace and salva- 
tion.” 

However, he attended every one of the 
three meetings each day throughout the 
entire week. Though he could hear no- 
thing, he could see the mighty workings 
of the Spirit confirming the crucifixion, for 
“before his eyes Jesus Christ was evidently 
set forth crucified among us.” Many of 
the believers, men and women he knew, 
were thus used by the Spirit to demonstrate 
the crucifixion of Christ and their identi- 
fication with Him in death, burial, and 
resurrection. He saw the agony on their 
faces as they were thrust against the wall. 
He saw the tears stream down their faces, 
and lastly he saw the joy unspeakable and 
full of glory as they were raised together 
with Him and seated in heavenly places, 
all by the operation of some almighty 
Power hitherto unknown to him. 

Finally, about Friday when others came 
to the altar, he arose and came too. I saw 


_ him kneel there with the others but I still 


thought of him as a hopeless case. I simply 


could not believe that he understood 
enough of the gospel to exercise saving 
faith. But my son, full of the Holy Spirit 
and faith though only a boy, went and 
knelt beside him, laying on hands in the 
name of the Lord. Soon the body of the 
deaf mute was trembling and he wept be- 
fore the Lord the confession he could not 
speak. Then the peace and joy of the Lord 
filled him with laughter. In a few minutes 
the entire congregation was amazed that 
on the deaf mute was poured out the gift 
of the Holy Spirit for they heard him 
speak with a distinct tongue and magnify 
God. Not only so, but after speaking with 
a tongue a few minutes, we were astonished 
beyond measure to hear him interpret in 
the Chinese language such adoration, wor- 
ship and praise as no mortal can speak un- 
assisted by the Holy Spirit. 

We all thought the Lord had healed his 
dumbness, but not so. When the operation 
of the Spirit ceased he arose with face 
beaming with joy but he could utter not 
a single word of testimony or praise. How- 
ever, many times since, when engaged in 
prayer and worship the Spirit speaks again 
in tongues and interpretation.

Hosea 4:6, “My people are destroyed 
for lack of knowledge.” 

Somewhere in my reading I came across 
some “Health Commandments from the 
Word of God,” and I take this opportun- 
ity to pass them on. A recognition that 
the Holy Spirit dwells within our bodies 
will cause us to use and care for them prop- 
etly, and to avoid any abuse or excesses of 
any kind which would tear them down, for 
we are admonished that whether we eat or 
drink or whatsoever we do, we should do 
all to the glory of God. In this connection 
therefore, it is well for us to discover some 
of those laws which will contribute to our 
physical and mental well-being, for God 
has something to say to us regarding these 
matters just as surely as He has command- 
ments which bear directly on our spiritual 
welfare. It is the writer’s conviction that 
many people today are sick because they 
do not properly care for their body which 
God has dignified, by calling it the temple 
of the Holy Spirit. 

I, EAT FOR HEALTH. Prov. 23:20 
“Be not among winebibbers; among riot- 
ous eaters of flesh.” You will remember 
that when Jesus was describing the condi- 
tions which obtained in the days of Noah, 
and which would again be prevalent in the 
days just preceding His return, He said, 
“For as in the days that were before the 
flood, they were eating and drinking, mar- 
rying and giving in marriage, until the 
day that Noah entered into the ark.” Now 
does this mean that Jesus condemns such? 
Certainly not, for we must eat in order 
to live and Paul warns that one of the 
heresies of the last days will forbid mar- 
riage; so this Scripture is not condemning 
these practices, but rather, it condemns 
that attitude of mind which gives itself 
over to these things to the exclusion of all 
else, and God is not in their thoughts. The 
text from Proverbs has in it the same em- 
phasis since it speaks of “riotous eaters”. 
Someone has said in regard to over-eating, 
that “one lives on one-third of what he 
eats, and the doctors live on the other two- 
thirds.” This is probably an exaggeration, 
but certain it is, that it is possible to stuff 
one’s body until all kinds of disorders re- 
sult. It is characteristic of many that 
they are given to this sort of thing, oft-

times making of themselves gourmets and 
gluttons. God would have us eat to supply 
the real needs of our bodies, rather than to 
satiate spoiled appetites. Some live to eat; 
God would have us eat to live. If we eat to 
the glory of God, we will consume only 
that food which agrees with us, and only 
enough for our needs. 

II. THINKING FOR HEALTH. 
Prov. 23:7 f.h. “For as he thinketh in his 
heart, so is he.” Our actions are largely 
the products of our thoughts. If we medi- 
tate upon that which is evil, it will show in 
our lives in some form or another. Every 
wicked act is preceded by wicked thoughts. 
If the Word of God is true, the child of 
God has no right to think as he pleases, 
yet how many there are who today are 
carrying about with them the devil’s traps 
of bitterness, grudges, ill feelings, and un- 
christian thoughts and attitudes. It is little 
wonder that the character is warped when 
the mentality is so perverted. Some people 
are sick in their body because their mind is 
sick. It is just as possible to abuse the 
mind by letting it run riot, as it is to abuse 
the body. 

Now the Word of God is very plain in 
regard to our thought life. We are not 
Christian Scientists when we speak of 
right thinking, for this commandment be- 
longs to every Christian. The pity of it is 


- that some of the cults have taken hold of 


these important truths, and have made 
much of them, whereas the orthodox Chris- 
tian has either ignored them or failed to 
take cognizance of them. In Phil. 4:8 we 
read, “Finally, brethren, whatsoever things 
are true, whatsoever things are honest, 
whatsoever things are just, whatsoever 
things are pure, whatsoever things are love- 
ly, whatsoever things are of good report; if 
there be any virtue, and if there be any 
praise, think on these things.” Further- 
more Jesus taught us that we should not 
cross our bridges till we come to them. In 
other words He taught us not to borrow 
either sickness, or sorrow ot trouble, for He 
said in Matt. 6:34, “Take therefore no 
thought for the mortow: for the morrow 
shall take thought for the things of itself. 
Sufficient unto the day is the evil thereof.” 
Someone has defined worry as that which 
is “fearsome, distracting, disabling; it is 


thinking that has gotten out of bounds.” 
These worries, fears, melancholias, depres- 
sions, morbidities, gloomy dejected feelings 
contribute to ill health, and exert their re- 
percussions on the physical and also on 
the Spiritual nature of man. If we would 
regain the proper control of our thought- 
life, we must will to think those thoughts 
which are the opposite of fear, depression, 
morbidity and gloom. We must crowd the 
mind with that which is joyful, hopeful 
and inspiring. 

We read in the Bible that on one oc- 
casion, David encouraged himself in the 
Lord. It does not say he waited for some- 
one to come along and encourage him. If 
he had, he probably would have died of 
melancholy. Instead, he encouraged him- 
self, and went on his way rejoicing. The 
reader may say, “this sounds very much 
like psychology,” to which the writer re- 
plies, “it not only sounds like psychology, 
it is psychology; it is Bible psychology, 
and, believe it or not, the Bible is the best 
text book in the world on the subject.” If 
the believer would follow the plain teach- 
ings of the Word of God in practical 
everyday life, he would need no other 
books on the subject of health, happiness 
and mental well-being. Here again is one 
of the marvels of God’s Word. It meets 
every need of man. 

III. SELF-CONTROL. Peter warns 
the believer to add to knowledge temper- 
ance. Now this word temperance means 
self-control. Paul says that temperance is 
one of the fruits of the Spirit. There are 
those who do not know the meaning of 
self-control, so that they commit many bod- 
ily, mental and social excesses. Payment is 
exacted in some form for every excess. We 
must learn not to let our emotions run riot, 
but to control them in order that their en- 
ergy may be put to constructive use. Emo- 
tional experience which does not result in 
constructive activity is lost motion. Some- 
one has said, “Spendthrifts in feeling, are 
presently bankrupt; nothing short of a 
new thrill every day appeases their appe- 
tite.” We must not quench our emotions, 
God has given them to us for a purpose, 
and they have their place. Our problem is 
to keep them in their place, for the high-

entecostal fire has fallen all over the 
Pea in many places. John the Bap- 
tist said: “I indeed baptize you with water 
unto repentance; but He that cometh af- 
ter me is mightier than I, whose shoes I am 
not worthy to bear; He shall baptize you 
with the Holy Ghost and with fire” (Matt. 
3:11). “And when the day of Pentecost 
was fully come, they were all with one ac- 
cord in one place, and suddenly there came 
a sound from heaven as of a rushing 
mighty wind, and it filled all the house 
where they were sitting. And there ap- 
peared unto them cloven tongues like as of 
fire, and it sat upon each of them. And 
they were all filled with the Holy Ghost, 
and began to speak with other tongues, as 
the Spirit gave them utterance” (Acts 2: 
1-4). 

I do not attempt to make you believe in 
tongues, but I do declare that the Pente- 
costal power can come into the lives of 
everyone and make them more than nom- 
inal Christians. This Power can make them 
Christ-like, giving them power to live a vic- 
torious Christian life. And it takes a Pen- 
tecostal experience to bring this out in its 
fullness. Even the disciples who had fol- 
lowed the Master for the three and one- 
half years of His ministry and even 
had wrought marvelous works at their own 
hands, yet they understood not His pre- 
dictions of His death. They thought He 
had come to set up an earthly kingdom and 
they bickered around among themselves 
who was to be the greatest and to have 
the highest seat. And after the resurrec- 
tion they assembled together behind closed 
doors for fear of the Jews, and He ap- 
peared in their midst saying, “Peace be un- 
to you.” Fearful of heart, they were, not 
knowing what might become of them.

ground. 

This pictures the condition in many lives 
or places today. Men dare not voice the 
convictions of their hearts relative to 
Christ, but one can rest assured that the 
devil and his agents do not hesitate to fly 
their colors. Why should it be so? We who 
have been released from the bondage of sin, 
who love Jesus Christ, why should we hang 
or heads in shame? Why should we deny 
Him before men? Why should we be fear- 
ful of what men might do to us? I’ll tell 
you why: It is because the Holy Ghost 
has not come into your life, for when He 
comes He brings power to witness for 
Christ for He takes of the things of Christ 
and reveals them unto us. And the revela- 
tion of the divine life is so wonderful and 
Christ becomes so real that it is impossible 
to hide our light, and although we could 
we would not want to. Power! Yes, power 
to serve the Lord Jesus Christ. 

How His kingdom work suffers because 
of powerless lives! And how His name is 
disgraced by professing Christianity. 
Friends, I know of nothing that can 
change the life like the Pentecostal fire. 
Some say, “Read the Bible more.” And 
that surely ought to be done and I believe 
it will increase the hunger of the heart to 
know God better. Some say, “Pray more.” 
And I believe in that. Others may say, 
“Just get in and crucify all feeling and go 
to work for che Lord, living as you 
should.” But many have tried these ways. 
I surely did, but like the man out in the 
ocean swimming around on a life preserver, 
it’s sure he does not need to drown, yet he 
will freeze to death or starve to death, dy- 
ing of exposure and lack of nourishment, 
unless help comes to him. So it is with 
many of the Christian faith; unless faith 
comes to them their Christian profession 
will soon die as it is exposed to the coldness 
of the world and lack of spiritual nourish- 
ment. And what is the remedy? We say 
it again, the Pentecostal fire. After the 
Holy Ghost is come upon you, you shall 
receive power to be His witnesses. 

If you have not had this experience seek 
God until you receive it. It is for the hun- 
gty-hearted. It is for those who are tired 
of trying and want the power to live above 
sin, the world, the flesh and the devil. We 
say to those who do not know Christ, let 
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Him come into your life. He alone can 
blot out the stains of sin and give you a title 
clear to Heaven, and we say then to follow 
on to know Him in the power of the Spirit 
that He poured out on the day of Pente- 
cost. What a change came over the dis- 
ciples! Though they were scattered every- 
where due to the persecution that arose, 
yet they went everywhere preaching Jesus © 
Christ and signs and wonders followed 

their ministry. They were no longer afraid. 

They were willing to be beaten and driven 
out. They were willing to suffer lack in 

any line, willing to die for the One who 

had given His life to redeem them and who 

had given them the blessed Holy Ghost to 

empower them for service. Read it. The 

Acts of the Apostles is full of experiences 

that thrill our hearts as we read them. And 

it came as a result of Pentecost; the prom- 

ised Holy Spirit was sent from heaven into 

the hearts of the believers. Jesus had said: 

“J will not leave you comfortless: I will 

come to you. And I will pray the Father, 

and He shall give you another Comfort- 

er, that He may abide with you for ever; 

even the Spirit of truth whom the world 

cannot receive, because it seeth Him not, 

neither knoweth Him; but ye know Him; 

for He dwelleth with you, and shall be in 
you. But the Comforter, which is the Holy 
Ghost, whom the Father will send in my.

Success in the life of a minister involves 
many things: prayer, study, etc. However, 
the thought of this message concerns not 
only the minister but also those to whom 
he ministers. 


Many a pastor’s efforts for the Lord 
and the church are in vain because sufh- 
cient financial support is not forthcoming 
from the people. The Word declares (1 
Cor. 9:14): “Even so hath the Lord or- 
dained that they which preach the gospel 
should live of the gospel.” 


Some years ago a.minister who had had 
a long life of service for the Lord, re- 
marked that one of his first impressions as 
a young preacher was something which 
prevails in many places, that in order to be 
rich in grace, the preacher must be poor in 
pocket. This kind of qualification is liable 
to operate as an effective barrier in other 
ways. So often we hear someone saying, 
“Oh, he’s preaching for a living,” but a 
God-called man is living to preach the gos- 
pel. And we know that only men who are 
called of God are entitled to live of the 
gospel. 

Permit me to say that the burden of 
this message is not so much the comforts 
and livelihood of the minister but the con- 
tinual progress of the gospel and the build- 
ing of the Lord’s church. Some assem- 
blies progress very slowly because there 


is a lack of vision in this respect. Many — 


get their eyes on what a minister is receiv- 
ing rather than upon what he is doing. 
Those who are not called into the ministry 
should support those who are, and of 
course support does not by any means in- 
clude finances alone. 


There is a great responsibility connected 
with the preaching of the gospel. Paul said, 
“I am debtor both to the Greeks and to the 
Barbarians; both to the wise and to the 
unwise” (Rom. 1:14). He also said in 1 
Cor. 9:16, “For necessity is laid upon me; 
yea, woe is unto me if I preach not the 
gospel.” God’s ministers will continue to 
deliver the Word of God and carry out 
the divine call regardless of their circum- 
stances. Thank God for such men. 

Now concerning the lay members. Some- 
one has already said: “I believe we have 
the best people of the land, believers in the 
Word, doers of the Word, Spirit-filled, 
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loving folks, members of one body and 
ready for every good work in bringing sal- 
vation to the lost.” The Apostle compli- 
mented the Philippian church on their 
care: “But I rejoice in the Lord greatly, 
that now at the last your care of me hath 
flourished again; wherein ye were also care- 
ful, but ye lacked oportunity. Not that I 
speak in want; for I have learned in what- 
soever state I am, therein to be content” 
(Phil. 4:10-11). Yet to the Corinthian 
church he said they were inferior to other 
churches (2 Cor. 12:13): “For what is it 
wherein ye were inferior to other churches 
except it be that myself was not burden- 
some to you? Forgive me this wrong.” 
Many of our churches are struggling 


along today because there is thoughtless- 
ness on the part of some. Frequently a 
pastor does not remain as long as he should 
in one place because of insufficient support. 
Thus the work does not progress and little 
is accomplished. 


Though Paul was a mighty man of 
faith, yet he had to have support from 
some source. To the Corinthians he said 
(2 Cor. 11:8): “I robbed other churches, 
taking wages of them, to do you service. 
And when I was present with you and 
wanted, I was chargeable to no man for 
that which was lacking to me the brethren 
which came from Macedonia supplied.” 


1 Cor. 9:5: “Have we not power (right) 
to lead about a sister, a wife, as well as 
other apostles and as brethren of the Lord 
and Cephas?” The man of God not only 
must take care of his family but he is 
required to visit hospitals here and there, 
receiving calls from the sick day and 
night, near and far as the need may be. 
In many instances the minister is obliged 
to spend his meager income in answering 
such calls and his family is called upon to 
share in the lack. 


Often we find good people whose minds 
have been detracted from the divine pro- 
gram, and they have desired beautiful 
buildings, carpets, etc., far in excess of 
their means, and in doing this frequently 
withhold from the pastor that which is 
rightfully and scripturally his. Through 
this the work of God suffers. “Thou shalt 
not muzzle the mouth of the ox that tread- 
eth out the corn” (1 Cor. 9:9). 


The “storehouse plan” has seemed to be 
the best way in many churches to solve 
the financial problem, and it appears to be 
the most scriptural. However, many only 
give an offering to the pastor, but a suc- 
cessful method for small churches strug- 
gling in a financial way, is the budget plan. 
Under this system the pastor receives the 
tithes, and the offerings go into the treas- 
uty of the church. In most cases this pro- 
vides enough means of support for the pas- 
tor and he will be enabled to carry on his 


work for God unhindered by annoying 
lack. 


“There is that scattereth and yet in- 
creaseth, and there is that withholdeth 
more than is meet, but it tendeth to pov- 
erty” (Prov. 11:24).

IV. TALK FOR HEALTH. Prov. 18: 
21 f.h. “Death and life are in the power 
of the tongue.” If we use our lips to the 
glory of God, we shall not go about be- 
moaning our fate, and casting gloom upon 
those about us, nor shall we engage in 
slander, gossip, back-biting, and evil speak- 
ing. God wants our lips to be sanctified. 
James reminds us that the “tongue is a 
little member and boasteth great things; 
behold how great a matter a little fire kin- 
dleth, and the tongue is a fire, a world of 
iniquity” and again, “the tongue can no 
man tame; it is an unruly evil full of dead- 
ly poison.” Then he tells us, “If any man 
offend not in word, the same is a perfect 
man, and able also to bridle the whole 
body” How we need to pray that God will 
set a watch before the door of our lips 
that we sin not. In the words of Frances 
Ridley Havergal we should pray, “Take 
my lips and let them be filled with messages 
from Thee.” The Apostle warns us to 
speak that which is unto edification and to 
have our conversation constantly seasoned 
with grace. 

If we would know the reality of these 
things, they must be put into practise. It 
is not the truth that we know mentally 
that makes good Christians of us, but only 
that truth that is put into practical every- 
day life-experience. The blessing is not in 
the “knowing” but in the “doing.” Jesus 
said, “If ye know these things, happy are 
ye if ye do them.”

Brother and Sister Paul Parker came to 
Waterford in 1930 and the local Assembly 
of God church had its origin as a home 
missionary work. They continued until 
the spring of 1932 when Sister Mary 
Moore took charge and the church became

self-supporting. During this time the Sun- 
day School reached the 50 mark. 

Four years later following the resigna- 
tion of Sister Moore, Brother Walter Lar- 
sen was called as pastor. God blessed the 
efforts of Brother Larsen and during his 
stay the church was set in order, and the 
vacated store building that had housed 
the church was purchased along with suf- 
ficient lumber from another building. Sev- 
eral lots were donated by Brother and 
Sister Martin, and on these lots the pres- 
ent church was started though not com- 


pleted. 
Sister Gladness Persing (Wood) was 


temporary pastor for eight months, follow- 
ing which Sister Pearl Herndon served as 
pastor. During the two years of her min- 
istry the erection of a parsonage in the 
rear of the church building was started. 
The Sunday School reached a record at- 
tendance of 159 during an evangelistic 
campaign with Vernon M. Murray. 

In April of 1940 the present pastors, 
Brother and Sister Raymond P. Murray 
were called. Since this time the church has

been completed on the inside and out; the 
basement has been divided into four Sun- 
day School rooms; the building has been 
painted; a five-room parsonage and gar- 
age with storage room has been erected; 
lawns, flowers, and shrubbery have been 
planted; new song books have been pur- 
chased; and insurance for both church and 
parsonage has been taken out. 

God has blessed in the community, and 
two other churches in the town co-operated 
in a union Daily Vacation Bible School 
during the summer.

Questions and Answers Department 
Conducted by W. T. Gaston 
Q.—What are we going to do with all 
the unemployed ministers? 


A.—It is well to remember that we are 
not to judge our brethren that seem com- 
paratively idle. Elijah spent some time in 
quiet seclusion at Cherith. His next ap- 
pointment at Zarephath seemed rather un- 
important, but from there he moved to Car- 
mel, the scene of one of the world’s most 
sensational revivals. I doubt very much 
that there is or ever has been any surplus of 
God-called, Spirit-taught, _fire-baptized 
ministers. The minister who is sensitive to 
the voice of the Spirit and happy alike in 
the leadership of great revivals or in minis- 
tering to lone charioteers (Acts 8), will 
never be long without an opportunity to 
exercise his gift of ministry. 


Q.—Please explain woman’s part in the 


work of the church. 
A.—This subject has been so muddled 


by well meaning but misguided teachers 
that a brief answer in this column will of 
course be far from adequate. (1) In the 

apostolic church there were no women el- 
ders or bishops. Such “overseers” were to 

be “the husband of one wife”; not the wife 

of one husband. Women who assume such 

prerogatives as well as those who follow 

their leadership will do well to consider 
that they are proceeding entirely without 
early church precedent or scriptural 
authority. (2) Corinthian women were 
commanded to “keep silence in the church- 
es.” This apostolic prohibition has been 
seized upon by some and made to apply to 
all church women without (it would seem) 

any honest attempt to discover the intent 
and purpose of the apostle. The context 
discloses that these women were causing 
confusion in the churches by asking ques- 
tions. This childish prattle must be 
stopped; they may “ask their husbands at 
home.” These primitive women recently 
converted from heathenism, were not to 
be allowed to use their new-found liberty 
in Christian assemblies to frustrate the 
purpose of edification. (3) Where we 
rightly divide the Word of truth, there is 
nothing to quibble about concerning the 
free exercise of those natural and spiritual 
gifts that God has so graciously bestowed 
upon women. That women do have a scrip-

How about Recommendations for 
Churches? “We want a pastor whom you 
can highly recommend.” “Do you recom- 
mend this brother as a 
good reliable minis- 
ter?” “Who is this 
worker and what has 
his history been for the 
last ten years?” “Is he 
recommended, and if 
so, by whom?” All of 
this boils down to the 
fact that in calling a 
man to the pastorate 
of a church much is 
said about the recommendations of the 
preacher and little or nothing about the 
recommendations of the church which is 
calling the preacher.

Why shouldn’t this principle work both 
ways? Why always make it so decidedly 
one-sided as though a recommended and 
recommendable pastor were the only mat- 
ter to be taken into consideration. 

The pastor has just as much right to ask 
for the recommendation of the church as 
the church has to ask for the recommenda- 
tions of the pastor. 

“W/hat are the abilities of the brother?” 
“How much experience has he had?” 
“What about his wife and family?” “Is 
he a good preacher?” “Does he take an in- 
terest in the young people?” “Does he do 
pastoral calling?” “Is he thoroughly Pen- 
tecostal?” “Does he let the Lord have His 
way?” “Ts he free in the Spirit?” “How 
does he stand on this and that and the other 
thing?” “Is he interested in the Sunday 
School?” “How long was he in his last pas- 
torate and why did he leave?” “Does he 
preach too long?” “Is he musical?” “Can 
he lead the choir and the orchestra?” These 
and a score of others, all of a similar vein, 
are the usual line of questions asked when 
calling a pastor to a church. 

But on the other hand there are some 
questions which the prospective pastor 
might like to ask before he consents to as- 
sume the responsibilities and obligations of 
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“Workers together with Him” 


the new field of service. It is only right and 
reasonable that he should know a few facts 
concerning the church which has extended 
a call to him. He ought, in all fairness, to 
be permitted to make an investigation of 
the church and the work should he desire to 


do so. 


There are a number of questions the 
prospective pastor might wish to ask in 
considering a call to a new field of serv- 
ice. First and foremost, he might wish 
to know the source of the call. Is it com- 
ing from an individual of the church, from 
a clique in the church, or through the reg- 
ular channels of the church? A very im- 
portant and closely related question might 
be,—has the present pastor (if there is 
one) resigned or left the field thereby 
making the pastorate available? 


Some questions which relate to the 
church itself might be asked: Why is the 
present pastor leaving or why did he leave? 
Is the church in the habit of calling a man 
as pastor and then after tiring of him in 
a few months, making it so unpleasant for 
him that the hints are sufficient to compel 
him to pull up and leave? Does the church 
realize the difference between a pastor and 


‘an evangelist and appreciate that differ- 


ence, realizing that each has his place to 
fill in the body of Christ? Does the church 
understand that a man may be a faithful, 
godly and effective pastor even though he 
does not possess the “evangelistic swing?” 
Has the church some semblance of Scrip- 
tural order or does it exist in a more or 
less haphazard hit and miss disorder? If 
the church has been set in order does it 
possess a proper Constitution and By-laws, 
enabling it to run smoothly and effectively, 
with proper provisions for the protection of 
both pastor and people? 


Note: A minister would do well to 
ask for a copy of the Constitution and 
By-laws of the church which is call- 
ing him in order that he might know 
the set-up and what his privileges and 
prerogatives are before accepting a 
call, just as we advise that candidates 
for membership in our churches 


should know what they are joining, 

before having their names placed up- 

on the church roster. The pastor ought 

to know what he, too, is going into. 

Some of our brethren have had rude 
awakenings along this line a few weeks or 
a few months after taking a pastorate; we 
have heard the remark, “If I had known 
that such and such was the case I never 
would have taken the pastorate.” A little 
investigation would obviate this difficulty. 
It is better to find out first than to be sorry 
later on to the inconvenience of all con- 
cerned. 


Some questions might be asked in re- 
gard to the attitude of the saints among 
themselves; do they have a reputation for 
biting and devouring one another? Are 
there irreconcilable divisions among the 
people? How did the church treat its last 
pastor? Would the former pastor recom- 
mend the church as one which any succeed- 
ing pastor would do well to accept? Is 
the church aggressive,—does it have vision, 
or, if it does not is it willing to respond to 
the challenge of progress? Some churches 
become “set” in their ways; smug, self- 
complacent and satisfied they are content 
to go on year after year in the same old rut. 
Such churches are dormant and ineffectual 
in the work of the kingdom of God. Is 
the church thoroughly Pentecostal and is 
it willing for God to have His full right 
of way? Does the church realize that its 
ptimary reason for existence is the evan- 
gelization of the lost? 


It might also be asked as to whether the 
church takes care of its pastor as well as 
its abilities permit or whether it is careless 
and remiss in this respect. 

Is the church board co-operative with 
the pastor and does it understand its Scrip- 
tural prerogatives? There need never be 
any difficulty on this point if both pastor 
and board are fair, each realizing its place 
in the assembly in the plan of God. 

It might do no harm to inquire whether 
the church is “run” by one person or one 
family, or whether it is truly a co-operative

CALLED UNTO HIS GRACE 


By Harotp LEHMANN 


(The following is an abbreviated account of 
the life of Brother Lehmann, District C.A. 
president and pastor of the First Pentecostal 
Church of Oakland. Next month the life 
story of vice-president Oliver L. Foth will ap- 
pear on this page). 


Perhaps the father’s diary or the famous 
first sayings of the grandfathers should 
introduce these lines. You may choose. 
This all-embracing line records the worth- 
while history of the entire day (for my 
father) in a one-line-a-day diary: “Boy 
born, seven inches of snow, nine little pigs, 
seven and a half pounds.” I was the alpha 
and omega of that. Surely I received more 
than fifty per cent of the attention that 
day, but history doesn’t record it. Grand- 
dad Lehmann merely snorted with delight, 
“A boy? A boy? It’s too good to be true! 
It’s too good to be true!” Not grandfather 
Sterett! He was cautious. He had been a 
grandfather before. He poked around and 
peered down through almost innumerable 
folds of blanket and quizzically asked, 
“Hmm, do you think he’ll ever amount to 
anything?” Mother is still wondering. Suf- 
fice it to say, I was born. 

It shouldn’t be necessary to say this all 
happened on a farm in Iowa but the scene 
shifts to Denver and some might wonder 
“where I’d been all my life” up until then. 
My father was an auditor and took a po- 
sition in Denver for two years before our 
coming to California. It proved to be an 
eventful move. Here God revived a hun- 
ger for spiritual things in my mother’s 
heart. She had been wonderfully converted 
in Sister Woodworth Etter’s meetings as 
a girl but time and circumstance had com- 
bined to lead her away from the joys of the 
experience. Our Christian experience in 
Iowa had been nominal but our hearts were 
empty of God and full of self and the 
world. 

The church of mother’s choice was the 
holiness brand, the Church of God with 


headquarters in Anderson, Indiana. How 
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Harold S. Lehmann 


embarrassed I was for the people when 
they knelt to pray! I thought that some- 
one should be kind enough to explain that 
the better churches didn’t do that any 
more. That was the first night. The sec- 
ond night, how embarrassed the people 
could have been for me as I went to the 
altar blubbering like the worst sinner in 
the world. It is surprising how sinful one’s 
respectable selfishness and ordinary un- 
faithfulness becomes when standing in the 
presence of the Christ. Thank God, He 


saved me! 


This experience changed the entire plan 
of my life. My musical abilities might not 
testify to this today but I had planned to 
devote my life to concert piano work. I 
had studied diligently in Iowa and now in 
Denver every opportunity in the world 
seemed open to me. Prof. Paul Clark 
Stauffer, of the Denver Conservatory of 
Music, a great musician and teaching crit- 
ic, was partially coaching me and agreed to 
take me twice each week as a regular stu- 
dent after another year’s training under 
my regular schedule. But—and I am so 
thankful now—I was asked to play at 
our church and that changed things. I 
shall never forget the night. I considered 
this my first offering to the Lord and clas- 
sical though it was, I dedicated it to Him. 
I never had nor never have played better. 
My execution was faultless and my soul 
was in it. I wept as I played. But if the 


Lord accepted it He was the only one. 
Those good, old-fashioned holiness folk 


were neither blessed nor impressed. They 


gave all the evidences of being bored. 

This was the hardest blow that I had 
personally sustained. I was crushed. I 
reasoned thus: “These people love the 
Christ and are spiritual; they were not 
blessed and would frown on my idea of a 
career. My choice is between that and 
Christ.” I didn’t confide in anyone and so 
it will be seen how hard it was for me, but, 
with a real abandon, Christ won my love 
and my loyalty. The concert stage was for- 
ever gone. I tried to convince myself that 
I would teach instead, but truthfully, my 
heart was never again in my music. 

The next summer found me visiting in 
the little town of Wagon Mound, New 
Mexico. It was a glorious vacation, scout- 
ing the Mound, hunting, fishing, visits to 
Old Santa Fe, the cliff dwellings and at- 
tendance at a United Brethren Conference. 
But the greatest event of the season was 
a communion service held at night about 


a poorly lighted altar. After receiving the. 


tokens of His love and as others sang 
“Where He Leads Me I Will Follow,” 
I slipped back to the third row of seats 
and boyishly said to God, “If you get 
short-handed and need me, I’ll follow you 
anywhere.” I meant it. I meant it heart 
and soul and God knew that I meant it, 
for inexpressible billows of peace poured

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over me. I was enveloped of God and 
knew the bliss of the heart fully yielded 
and the will completely lost in Him. This 
must have been Jesus’ “meat.” 


God set His hand on me that night and 
though I confess I miserably failed Him 
following the experience, He often drew 
a confession of love from my heart. Be- 
fore we left Denver for the Coast, I be- 
lieve God had so won my affections that 
it was becoming more natural to lean on 
grace. The dear holiness folk would have 
said, “Sanctified and sweetly kept.” Any- 
how, every new surrender brought greater 
blessing and added peace. How I wish I 
could tell you of His victories in my life 
over secret sin and “harmless” habit. One 
can be helplessly bound by novels, desire 
for position and money, half truths, and 
any of a hundred other things. And God 
can deliver until novels are sickening, posi- 
tion seems ridiculous, money is a mere 
means of exchange, and truth and principle 
become a consuming passion. 

Months passed without any further 
word from heaven confirming His desire 
to accept my surrender for service. I cer- 
tainly could not blame the Lord, Moses 
and I were akin. Some say he stuttered; 
I think he was just as I was—awkward in 
expression, slow in “Thinking on his feet” 
and miserably self-conscious when facing 
the public. I would have failed some 
classes in school had the teachers insisted 
upon long oral reports. Then, in my last 
year in high school, the unexpected hap- 
pened. 


What I call “a young revival” took hold 
of our family. Upwards of thirty-two of 
our relatives were brought to God in a 
little over a year. This was through a 
cousin attending a Foursquare Gospel mis- 
sion in Eaglerock, California. The mes- 
sage of the Spirit’s infilling was opened 
to us. Several of us have been trained for 
the ministry, and my brother and I and 
one or two others have reached the field. 


To cramp my experience in receiving the 
Holy Spirit into one paragraph almost 
seems like sacrilege to me. It was in this 
mighty baptism that God again inspired 
my heart to the ministry. The summer fol- 
lowing my graduation found me in my 
first effort for God! I played the piano and 
washed dishes for a group holding a sum- 
mer campaign in Turlock. The Holy Spit- 
it revealed some of the joys of intercession 
in these days and here my heart was cen- 
tered on my studies to follow. Glad Tid-

ings Bible Institute seemed to be God’s 
plan for me. I was sure of it then and I’m 
more sure of it now. I have jokingly said 
that I hardly knew whether I was in a 
monastery or a jail and that after making 
me a group leader, they appointed another 
to watch me. At any rate it was good for 
me and God met me and revealed His will. 

When graduated in 1931, my star car- 
ried me to the Klamath and Salmon River 
country,—a region in Northern California 
many miles from a railroad and among the 
Indians and “sourdoughs.” The gospel 
work was yet to be pioneered in there but 
God sent in wonderful workers. There were 
the Carpenters, the Graner sisters, Ham- 
lin Wilson and his sister Margaret, Doro- 
thy Dalton, Dorothy Morgan, Ada Sayer 
(Taylor), Yerda Anderson (Leavell) and 
my own Indian companion, dear Edison 
Charles. It was a proving ground for us. 
In all, I have four years of my life invested 


in there. Eddie often jibed me about “be- 


ing better with an ax than with a Bible.” 
He was probably right, but in the hours in 
the woods I learned something of Brother 
Lawrence’s secret of “Practicing the Pres- 
ence.” No amount of money could buy 
my hours thus spent with Him. They are 
treasured more, for they have meant more 
than any other years of my life. 

In 1933 I was adopted into the Hall 
family of Fort Worth, Texas. I have felt 
sorry for Texas ever since the Lord took 
its “lone star” and gave her to me for a 
wife. I wish I could give the experiences 
we had in returning to the mountains. 
These were interesting days. Mrs. Leh- 
mann was raised in a good-sized city and 
I was afraid the change would be fatal. 
But it wasn’t. She was as leaven in flour; 
—our little cabin became a model and she 
transformed the living conditions of a 
community. 

After the church was built at Somesbar, 


openings took us for a year and a half of 
evangelism. A three months’ promised stay 
in Monterey extended to three years and 
finally God’s word to me while in prayer 
in 1933 was fulfilled in our call to Oak- 
land. God had said that sometime I should 
have a ministry in our present church. His 
word is sure! I have found that there is no 
easier place than the center of God’s will. 
It is a sweet place. The man in the will of 
God, will always have all he can do. 

The C.A. page editor, Oliver Foth, has 
asked for the foregoing. It has been life’s 
hardest assignment. It hasn’t been spiced 
with many bank robberies, hold-ups, mur- 
ders, dope or liquor addictions etc., but I 
declare that for being less than thirty years 
old, I’ve lived “an awful lot of life.” And 


I’ve had a wonderful time doing it, too.

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STUDIES IN REVELATION

STUDY XX 
THE TWO WITNESSES 
CHAPTER 11:1-14 


Before, in this portion of Revelation, we 
are afforded a prophetic foreview of the 
Two Witnesses, who will evidently proph- 
esy during the first half of the last seven 
year period of “the times of the Gentiles,” 
we are provided with a notable glance at 
the last half of that same period at the end 
of which “the times of the Gentiles” will 
have run their course. This section, con- 
sisting of the first two verses, we will call 

I. THe CLean DistiNGUISHED 
. FROM THE UNCLEAN 

John is given a reed, and it is like a rod, 
and the Angel,—very likely the same An- 
gel who had come down out of heaven, the 
Lord Jesus,—stood, saying, “Rise, and 
measure the temple of God, and the altar, 
and them that worship therein. But the 
court which is without the temple leave 
out, and measure it not; for it is given unto 
the Gentiles; and the holy city shall they 
tread under foot forty and two months.” 
Bullinger calls attention to the fact that 
the rod is an instrument of chastisement, 
and the time of the end, as is well known, is 
a time of chastisement, a time when the 
chosen people of God, the Jews, will under- 
go most severe chastising; it will be “the 
time of Jacob’s trouble.” In chapter 21:15, 
where the reference is to the New Jerusa- 
lem, in which there will be no sin, and, 
consequently, no need of chastisement, 
we read, “And he that talked with me had 
a golden reed,” not a rod, but a golden 
reed, “to measure the city, and the gates 
thereof, and the wall thereof.” 

It should be noted that the evidence here 
is very strong that we are on distinctively 
Jewish ground. Jerusalem is in evidence, 
and there is a temple there, and it is called 
“the temple of God,” and the temple has a 
court, and worshipers, and there is an altar, 
the reference evidently being to the bra- 
zen altar, or, the altar of sacrifice. Under 
the Antichrist who will make a covenant 
with the Jews at the beginning of the week, 
the Jewish worship in Jerusalem will be 
restored. If the temple shall not have been 
rebuilt prior to that time it will be rebuilt 
immediately afterwards. The temple pro- 
phetically introduced here is undoubtedly 
that temple. During this church age the 
church, as a whole, is the temple of God, 
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and each individual believer is a temple. 
No other temple is recognized by God as 
such here upon earth. Walter Scott has 
well said, “Christians have no place of 
worship on earth; they enter no earthly 
temple. The holiest in the sanctuary above 
is their one and only place of worship (Jno. 
4:21, 23, 24; Heb. 10:19-22); their sacri- 
fices ate praise to God and practical bene- 
volence to men (Heb. 13:15-16). But this 
is very different from Jewish worship both 
in the past and in the future. A temple 
and altar are essential to Jewish worship.” 

We read of five material temples in 
God’s Word. The first was Solomon’s, and 
it was destroyed by Nebuchadnezzar, 588 
B.C. The second was Zerubbabel’s, and it 
was pillaged by Antiochus Epiphanes, and 
dedicated by him to the worship of the hea- 
then god, Jupiter. This was about 170 B. 
C. The third was Herod’s which was stand- 
ing in our Lord’s day, the construction of 
which was begun in 20 B.C. It was not 
completed until just about the time Jesus 
began His ministry. The Jews said, con- 
cerning this temple, “Forty and six years 
was this temple in building” (Jno. 2:20). 
There has been no temple in Jerusalem 
since Herod’s temple was destroyed by 
Titus in A.D. 70. Two temples are yet to 
be built: Antichrist’s temple, and Christ’s 
millennial temple. The former is referred 
to in 2 Thess. 2:4, and is undoubtedly the 
temple John is told to measure in the vi- 
sion; and the latter we read of in Ezek. 40. 
Antichrist’s temple will probably be de- 
stroyed by the great earthquake that will 
mark the end of the week and that will 
cause the Mount of Olives to be split asun- 
der (Zech. 14:4). Antichrist’s temple is 
not so called in the Bible; this name has 
been given to it as a matter of convenience. 
As there will be true Jewish worshipers at 
the time of the end, after the church shall 
have been translated, God will recognize 
the rebuilt temple in Jerusalem as His tem- 
ple, and the worshipers as His people. 


While there will be a literal temple in 
Jerusalem at the time of the end, we are 
to regard the language of the passage un- 
der discussion as symbolic in character. 
The teaching of the passage seems to be 
that God distinguishes between the clean 
and the unclean, between the precious and 
the vile. ‘There will be a remnant, a faith- 
ful Jewish remnant, at the time of the end, 
a remnant according to the election of 
grace. God will carefully preserve that 
remnant. We see the same thought set 


forth in the sealing of the elect of Israel in 


chapter 7. While Jerusalem is being “trod- 
den down of the Gentiles” God’s elect will 
be divinely preserved; Antichrist will have 
no power over them. — 


Note also the fact that the Gentiles can « 


have only what God gives them, and that 


they can have it only as long as He has | 
decreed they shall have it. Antichrist will 


be able to do only that which God will per- 


mit him to do. Evil men can do, in our day, — 


only what God gives them permission to 


do. The Assyrian conqueror, in the days~ 


of the old Assyrian Empire which was the 
scourge of the earth, went only as far as 
God would let him go. Hitler is proving 
to be the scourge of Europe at the present 
time; but without God’s permission, 

“Not e’en a Hitler or a Stalin can 

Oppress a Jew or make a widow weep.” 

God reigns today, and is ordering all 
things after the counsel of His own will; 
and He will be reigning at the time of the 
end. He is the eternal God. 


Il. The Two Witnesses 


Verses 3-12. Notice seven facts concern- 


ing these witnesses: 


1. The Lord calls them “My witnesses.” 


We are His witnesses now; and, in order 
that saints during this church age may ef- 
fectively witness, enduement of power from 
on high has been provided (Acts 1:8). At 
the time of the end the church will have 
been translated; but God will have wit- 
nesses. At the beginning of the church age 


there were. many who believed that these’ 


witnesses at the time of the end would be. 
Enoch and Elijah. I believe they will be 
Moses and Elijah. 

2. The power they will possess will be 
divinely given. “I will give.” All power 
comes from God; apart from Him there is 
no power (Ps. 62:11). 

3. The time during which they shall 
prophesy is specifically foretold. 1,260 
days. 

4. They are described as the two olive 
trees and the two candlesticks, or, lamp- 
stands, standing before the God of the 
earth. And, in connection with this descrip- 
tion, information is provided whereby it is 
revealed in what manner they will be rend- 
ered invulnerable —‘If any man will hurt 
them, fire proceedeth out of their mouth, 
and devoureth their enemies: and if any 
will hurt them, he must in this manner 
be killed.” Read Zech. 4:1-6; also 11-14. 
Read also 2 Kings 1:10-11.
